Dear Sir; 


This letter will attempt to prove the desirability of 
setting up the framework of an underground organization to be 
used in World War three. 


At present the possibilities of a third World War are 
greater than they were a month ago, and the future indicates 
nothing but further increases in the friction between the 
United States and Russia. The present world situation and 
apparent future prospects seem to point only one way = war. 


If this war comes, I believe it will take the following 
two=phase form: 


First phase: The usé, without warning, of mass destruc- 
tion weapons by the apressor with the intention of preventing 
effective counter-use of such weapons and crippling the war 
effort of the attacked country. 


Second phase: Invasion and occupation of what is left 
of the attacked country. 


The underground would be used in the event of such an 
invasion. Its functions would be ag follows: 


Intelligence: Under ground agents concealed among the 
civilian population behind enemy lines Could gather and trangs-~ 
mit precise, detailed military information to our forces. 

Such intelligence would be very valuable in the prosecution 

of a defensive war. The valid objection that the Russian 
M.V.D. could crush any under rround may be raised at this point. 
This may be true about “any underground", but eht organization 


secret agents. They would have secret caches of arms and 

equipment, secret methods of communication, and the means of 

producing perfect forgeries of enemy documents. These agents 

would be members of an organization so set up that any member 

or group of members Caught would know as little ag possible 

about the organization and its operations. An under ground 

of this type would be next to impossible to Climinate. A 0092-8 
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example of the difficulties of destroying an underground, it will 
be noted that the Nazis, although they used every conceivable 
measure, never succeeded in crushing the French Underground in 
spite of the fact that it was organized after the occupation - 
a very difficult operation. 


Operations: Such an organization could carry out raids to 
destroy enemy installations, assassinate key enemy personnel, 
disrupt enemy communications, and sabotage enemy equipment. 
These operations and many others could be carried out by a well 
organized under ground. 


However, any such organization would have to be built up 
now to insure its successful operation when needed. The key- 
note of the underground would have to be secrecy. Secrecy 
now, and from now on, concerning all phases of the organization 
including its existence. Its personnel should be, I believe, 
recruited from Army officer material. Each candidate should 
get a rigid loyalty check and extensive training in espionae. 
As I see it, the organization in its final form would consist 
of agents scattered all over the country leading normal lives 
and accepted as permanent residents in their various localities. 
Secret caches of arms and equipment would be placed in strategic 
locations throughout the nation. 


In the advent of “orld War three, and invasion, those 
agents in the invaded areas would each recruit a previously 
selected group of the citizenry as underground members. The 
agent would purposely appear to those under him to be doing 
this on his own initiative. Thus the peacetime strength of 
the underground would be increased several fold. 


I am convinced that if an organization of the type I 
have outlined is set up secretly, and now, it will prove 
invaluable in the years fo come.
